2838: 36) is currently used as valid name of a 
South American species (Scoble,1999: 415; approved by Pitkin & Jenkins; last updated by 
A.Giusti 28/7/2003 1 2 ). Unfortunately, this name is invalid, as it is junior homonym of Guara 
Reichenbach,[1852] (Av. Syst.: xiv) (Aves). Therefore, we propose here a replacement name, 
Mebepia (nom. nov.) for Guara Rindge,1986 (nee Reichenbach,[1852]), in accordance with 
the Rules of the ICZN. 

The necessary name combination is given below: 

Mebepia rhaphis (Rindge,1986) (comb, n.) Range: Chile. 


Tango (nom. nov.)

This article deals with the homonymy of the name Acraea radiata Hewitson,1868 (Acraeidae) in 
South America. A new name Acraea intensa ssp. gerardolamas is proposed for Acraea radiata 
Hewitson,1868 (praeoccupied), in accordance with the ICZN.

Acraea (Abananote) intensa ssp. gerardolamas (nom. nov.) 

Acraea radiata Hewitson,1868 (Exot. Butts. 4, pl.6 figs. 39-41) is currently used as valid name for the 
butterflies inhabiting in Ecuador and Peru (Lamas, 2004). During preparation the intermediate reports 
of the various Cesa projects, we noticed that Acraea radiata Hewitson,1868 is invalid, as it is junior 
primary homonym of Acraea zitja var. radiata Guenee,1865 (Vinson Voy. Maf. Annexe: 28, 35, note 
8 [in Madagascar] (cf. also Ackery,1995: 265). Therefore, we propose here a replacement name, 
gerardolamas for radiata Hewitson,1868 nee Guenee,1865. We dedicate this taxon to our dear 
colleague, Prof. Dr. Gerardo Lamas (Peru) for his valuable contributions to the knowledge on the 
South American butterflies.
